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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 

Like  the  Roman  god  of  mythology,  January  can  be  viewed  two  ways.  It 
presents  an  opportunity  to  look  back  over  the  past  year's  accomplishments  and 
yet  also  allows  us  to  look  forward  to  the  forthcoming  year's  endeavors. 

Last  year  we  raised  an  appropriated  four  thousand  dollars  to  renovate  the 
Town  Hall.  Of  that  amount  we  have  spent  three  thousand  one  hundred  forty 
nine  dollars  and  twenty  seven  cents.  One  thousand  two  hundred  seventy  nine 
dollars  was  spent  on  insulation,  one  thousand  seven  hundred  thirty  five  dollars 
and  twenty  seven  cents  was  spent  in  rehabilitating  the  side  entrance,  enclosing 
the  front  entrance,  and  building  a  walkway  with  railings;  one  hundred  thirty 
five  dollars  was  spent  to  purchase  combination  windows  for  the  back  wall. 
Unfortunately  these  latter  projects  were  not  completed  till  later  in  the  year, 
hence  the  building  was  not  painted.  We  have  requested  one  thousand  dollars 
in  this  year's  budget  to  paint  the  building. 

The  major  item  on  this  year's  budget  is  property  reappraisal.  The  state 
department  of  revenue  has  given  us  an  estimate  of  thirty  six  thousand  nine 
hundred  dollars  ($36,900)  to  accomplish  this.  There  is  $11,406.47  in  the  pro- 
perty reappraisal  capital  reserve  fund.  We  anticipate  receiving  $12,000  in 
Federal  Revenue  Sharing  funds,  for  which  we  propose  to  deposit  in  the  pro- 
perty reappraisal  capital  reserve  fund.  This  would  leave  a  balance  of  $13,500 
to  raise  through  taxation.  The  department  of  revenue  administration  has  in- 
dicated that  they  might  be  able  to  begin  reappraisal  this  fall  and  complete  the 
task  by  next  April  so  that  the  tax  bills  in  1985  would  reflect  the  adjusted 
values.  Grafton  has  never  been  reassessed  professionally.  Now  is  the  time. 
There  are  many  assessments  which  do  not  reflect  the  true  value  of  property. 

The  subject  of  roads  will  elicit  as  much  discussion  this  year  as  it  has  in  past 
years.  This  is  the  second  year  of  three  years  that  we  are  requesting  to  raise  and 
appropriate  $8,000  to  be  deposited  in  the  Bridge  Replacement  Fund  to  rebuild 
Young's  Bridge.  Construction  is  scheduled  to  begin  in  1985.  In  the  mean  time 
our  state  representatives,  Dana  Christy,  Craig  Downing,  and  Roger  Easton 
are  working  on  legislation  that  will  reduce  our  share  of  the  costs.  They  are  to 
be  commended  for  their  efforts. 

This  past  year  the  highway  crew  replaced  the  culverts  at  Czedik's  on 
Kinsman  Highway  with  a  bridge.  This  was  necessary  because  ice  flows  and 
debris  would  block  the  inlets  of  the  culverts  and  cause  water  to  back  up  and 
eventually  overflow  and  wash  out  the  road.  Replacement  of  these  culverts  was 
imperative  not  only  because  repairing  the  washouts  was  expensive  but  also 
because  many  people  were  stranded  while  the  road  was  washed  out. 

This  year  two  bridges  that  have  been  recommended  to  be  closed  by  the  State 
are  scheduled  to  be  replaced.  These  two  bridges  are  the  first  one  on  River 
Road  and  the  bridge  on  the  Grafton-Danbury  town  line  on  the  Wentworth 
Road. 

Our  plow  trucks  are  suffering  from  metal  fatigue.  Consequently  we  are  re- 
questing authorization  to  use  money  from  the  highway  equipment  fund  to 
purchase  a  replacement. 
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The  highway  budget  this  year  includes  pay  raises  for  the  Road  Agent  and 
his  full  time  help.  These  increases  appear  in  the  summer  and  winter  road 
maintenance  line  items.  We  propose  to  increase  the  hourly  wage  of  the  Road 
Agent  from  $6.00  an  hour  to  $7.00.  Full  time  help  would  be  raised  from  $5.00 
to  $6.00.  Wages  for  part  time  help  would  remain  at  $4.00  an  hour. 

We  carried  the  Kilton  Pond  Road  dispute  to  the  Supreme  Court  this  past 
year.  We  lost.  They  summarily  dismissed  it.  Hence  by  decree  of  the  Grafton 
County  Commissioners  we  are  obliged  to  maintain  as  a  class  five  road  a 
privately  owned  portion  of  Kilton  Pond  Road.  The  Grafton  County  Commis- 
sioners apparently  felt  that  there  was  a  public  need  in  spending  public  (Town) 
money  on  a  road  that  did  not  meet  town  standards  and  was  privately  owned. 
Their  criteria  for  public  need  must  be  most  liberal. 

This  year's  budget  carries  some  heavy  traffic.  We  welcome  your  comments 
and  suggestions.  There  are  some  very  important  line  items  to  be  considered, 
but  remember  you  are  the  ones  who  pay  the  bills.  Please  attend  Town 
Meeting.

REPORT  OF  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDENS 
AND  STATE  FOREST  RANGER 

Once  again,  our  cooperative  town  and  state  forest  fire  prevention  and  con- 
trol program  leads  the  nation  in  least  acres  burned  per  forest  fire.  Less  than 
one-half  acre  per  fire  statewide  average. 

At  the  town  level,  your  Forest  Fire  Warden  is  responsible  for  the  prevention 
and  control  of  all  grass  and  woods  fires  when  the  ground  is  not  snow  covered. 

Forest  fire  prevention  is  achieved  at  the  town  level  by  issuing  a  written  per- 
mit for  every  fire  that  is  to  be  kindled  on  the  ground  out  of  doors  when  the 
ground  is  not  covered  with  snow.  Each  person  wishing  to  have  an  outside  fire 
must  obtain  this  written  permit  from  the  town  Fire  Warden  before  kindling 
the  fire.  Any  person  that  does  not  obtain  a  fire  permit,  when  one  is  required,  is 
violating  our  forest  fire  permit  law  and  is  subject  to  a  court  appearance  and 
could  be  fined  up  to  $1,000  and  receive  a  jail  sentence  of  up  to  one  year. 

No  fire  permit  will  be  issued  between  9:00  a.m.  and  5:00  p.m.  unless  it  is 
raining.  The  reason  for  this  is  twofold:  the  fire  danger  increases  steadily  be- 
tween 9:00  p.m.  and  2:00  p.m.,  then  subsides  to  a  safe  level  between  2:00 
p.m.  and  5:00  p.m.  This  happens  because  the  sun  dries  out  the  fine  fuels  that 
are  easily  ignited  and  dries  the  air  which  permits  rapid  fire  spread.  Also  dur- 
ing this  part  of  the  day  fire  fighters  are  not  readily  available  in  most  com- 
munities so  an  escaped  fire  could  burn  longer  and  cause  greater  damage 
before  being  suppressed. 

Your  cooperation  in  burning  only  when  conditions  are  safe  is  greatly  ap- 
preciated. 

As  Smokey  says,  "Remember,  Only  You  Can  Prevent  Forest  Fires!"

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REPORT  OF  THE  GRAFTON 
POLICE  DEPARTMENT  FOR  1983 

To  the  People  of  Grafton: 

The  level  of  activity  in  our  town  has  remained  about  the  same  as  last  year 
with  DWI  arrests  up  somewhat.  This  may  be  due  to  the  increased  awareness 
of  the  DWI  problem  and  State  run  seminars  on  the  aprehension  of  the  intox- 
icated driver.  It  is  fortunate  that  although  accidents  involving  alcohol  had 
several  injuries  only  a  small  percentage  were  serious  and  no  related  deaths  oc- 
curred. Prosecution  in  all  cases  was  successful. 

Burglaries  remain  our  greatest  problem.  With  so  many  of  our  summer 
residences  being  isolated  it  is  hard  to  cope  with  the  problem  and  sometimes  it 
is  many  months  before  a  burglary  is  discovered  and  reported.  Many  have 
been  solved  and  a  large  amount  of  stolen  items  have  been  recovered  and 
returned  to  the  owners.  We  still  have  recovered  items  as  yet  to  be  identified  or 
reported  stolen. 

As  in  the  past  we  have  engraving  tools  to  mark  items  in  your  homes  and  in- 
ventory booklets  to  list  your  valuables  and  keep  records  of  costs  and  serial 
numbers.  These  are  available  at  no  cost  to  you.  Unfortunately  very  few  people 
have  made  use  of  them. 

Fingerprinting  of  children  has  been  done  in  our  schools  and  in  our  office. 
We  still  offer  this  service. 

A  reminder  that  New  Hampshire  law  states  that  dogs  shall  be  vacinated  and 
shall  be  licensed  on  or  before  April  30th  of  each  year.  Many  of  our  residents 
ignore  this  law  but  with  cases  of  rabies  increasing  on  the  east  coast  we  must  be 
stricter  in  our  enforcement.  When  a  dog  is  picked  up  it  is  transported  to  the 
Lebanon  Hospital  for  Pets  if  we  are  unable  to  make  an  identifiation.  Costs 
shall  be  born  by  the  owner  but  more  often  than  not  the  animal  is  never  claimed 
and  the  town  pays  the  bill  to  have  the  animal  taken  care  of.  This  bill  now  runs 
close  to  forty  dollars.  Proper  tags  and  licensing  will  assure  you  of  having  your 
pet  returned.  We  believe  your  pet  is  worth  this  consideration. 

As  always  we  are  here  to  serve  you  and  will  assist  in  any  way  possible  to 
make  your  lives  safer  and  your  town  a  better  place  to  live  in. 

Please  keep  an  eye  out  for  your  neighbors  property  and  his  safety.  If 
anything  seems  out  of  place  please  call  us.  It  may  save  a  life  or  serious  loss  of 
property.

Attendance  was  good  and 
this  event  proved  to  be  an  enjoyable  evening.  Thank  you  to  all  the  musicians 
who  gave  of  their  time  and  talent. 

For  several  months  movies  were  sponsored  at  the  town  hall.  Although  our 
programs  were  of  a  variety  of  interest  attendance  was  usually  poor  and  it  was 
not  financially  feasible  to  continue  our  once  a  month  feature. 

A  beach  clean  up  day  was  organized  in  May.  Volunteers  helped  to  do  a 
thorough  job  of  cleaning  up  Huff  Beach.  It  was  a  nasty  job  but  one  that  needs 
to  be  done.  If  individuals  would  be  responsible  for  cleaning  up  their  own  gar- 
bage this  job  would  be  much  easier. 

The  4th  of  July  this  year  was  fantastic  and  without  a  doubt  the  most  suc- 
cessful event  that  we  sponsor  for  the  town.  We  would  guess  over  500  town's 
people  took  part  in  the  days  and  evenings  event  on  the  recreation  field.  The 
day  began  with  a  parade  followed  by  flea  markets,  races  and  games,  pony 
rides,  horse  and  carriage  rides,  a  horseshoe  tournament.  In  the  evening  enter- 
tainment was  provided  by  local  musicians,  and  an  auction  was  held  followed 
by  a  fantastic  display  of  fireworks. 

In  August  races  and  games  were  sponsored  by  the  recreation  committee  at 
Old  Home  Day. 

In  October  an  adult  Halloween  Party  was  held  at  the  town  hall.  Many  peo- 
ple came  in  costume,  music  was  provided  by  the  Flames.

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REPORT  OF  THE  GRAFTON  COUNTY  COMMISSIONERS 

We  appreciate  this  opportunity  to  more  directly  communicate  with  our  tax- 
paying  citizens  through  their  annual  town/city  reports. 

Because  of  our  July  1st  fiscal  year,  it  is  hard  to  anticipate  the  local  tax  im- 
pact of  the  county  budget.  The  Commissioners  are  accountable  to  the  public 
and  taxpayers,  and  accordingly  are  extremely  conscious  of  meeting  the 
citizens'  needs  adequately  and  efficiently,  yet  as  economically  as  possible. 
However,  we  are  faced  with  similar  budgeting  dilemmas  as  towns  and  cities. 
Real  budget  concerns  are  created  by  the  federal  and  state  mandated  programs 
and  services  without  supporting  funds  or  local  control,  and  the  increased  de- 
mand for  services  while  attempting  to  hold  down  budgets  and  taxes.  We  all 
must  maintain  a  close  relationship  with  our  legislators.  The  Commissions  are 
following  very  closely  the  pending  legislation  regarding  settlement  and 
assistance  programs,  and  hope  that  the  towns  are  also  involved  in  this  very  im- 
portant issue. 

Courtroom  #2  was  finished  last  summer  and  was  dedicated  during  the  open- 
ing of  the  fall  term  of  Superior  Court  on  September  13,  1983.  We  anticipate 
having  a  second  judge  in  March,  which  should  relieve  the  backlog  and  reduce 
the  need  for  masters. 

Counties,  as  well  as  towns,  are  experiencing  the  transition  of  the  courts  into 
the  new  State  Unified  Court  System,  and  should  notice  a  decrease  in  local 
expenses  for  the  judicial  system.  However,  the  counties  will  have  to  "reim- 
burse" $2.75  million  to  the  Unified  Court  System  in  fiscal  year  1985,  which 
means  approximately  $200,000  to  Grafton  County.  We  also  expect  that  the 
counties  will  retain  certain  operating  expenses  such  as  Probate  Court 
guardianship  and  appeals  costs,  Superior  Court  bailiff  costs,  and  probably  will 
have  to  provide  court  space,  furnishings  and  equipment  without  remunera- 
tion. 

On  Commissioner  recommendation,  the  Delegation  Executive  Committee 
appointed  a  Jail  Study  Committee  to  review  the  needs  for  the  county  correc- 
tional facility.  The  National  Institute  of  Corrections  made  an  independent 
study  of  the  correctional  facility  at  no  cost  to  taxpayers,  and  issued  an  en- 
couraging report  recommending  minor  changes,  but  overall  indicting  a  good 
facility  in  general  compliance  with  laws,  regulations  and  meeting  needs.  Some 
attention  is  being  given  to  the  need  for  additional  space,  especially  for 
"weekend"  incarcerations.  There  was  no  recommendation  for  new  perma- 
nent facility  construction  at  this  time. 

Grafton  County  is  currently  involved  in  litigation  in  a  retirement  buy-back 
issue  which  could  have  heavy  impact  on  all  local  governments  in  the  N.H. 
Retirement  System.  Assessment  on  Grafton  County  in  this  one  case  could  run 
approximately  $70,000  plus  legal  fees  and  could  result  in  a  serious  "domino" 
effect  on  local  governments. 

Grafton  County  will  be  going  through  the  budgeting  process  in  May  and 
June,  with  a  public  hearing  on  the  Commissioners  recommendations  expected 
to  be  held  in  mid-June.  The  hearing  will  be  advertised,  and  we  strongly  en- 
courage your  attendance  at  the  hearing  to  voice  your  opinions  and  feelings  on 
the  budget.  We  welcome  your  attendance  and  comments. 
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The  Commissioners  meet  Mondays  at  9:30  a.m.  at  the  Courthouse  and  at 
12:20  p.m.  at  the  Nursing  Home.  Meetings  are  open  to  the  public.

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REPORT  OF  THE  MASCOMA  HOME 
HEALTH  SERVICES,  INC. 

Mascoma  Home  Health  Services,  Inc.,  with  this  year  starts  its  16th  year  of 
home  health  care  services  to  the  towns  of  Enfield,  Canaan,  Grafton,  Orange 
and  Dorchester.  1983  has  brought  some  changes,  the  most  significant  has 
been  the  establishement  of  an  Adult  Group  Day  Care  center  at  the  agency 
offices  on  Prospect  St.  in  Enfield.  This  program  offers  supervised  care  for 
those  eligible  adults,  which  includes  nursing,  rehabilitation  therapy,  recrea- 
tional activities,  and  a  midday  meal.  The  day  care  is  open  daily  from  9:00  AM 
to  3:00  PM,  and  is  coordinated  by  a  registered  nurse,  assisted  by  one  staff  per- 
son and  many  volunteers. 

Volunteers  have  always  been  supportive  of  the  agency  efforts.  It  would  be 
very  difficult  if  not  impossible  to  replace  this  kind  of  help.  The  volunteer 
Board  of  Directors,  and  individual  program  volunteers  have  given  1,904 
hours  this  year. 

The  Child  Health  Program  includes  a  Well  Child  Clinic  once  a  month  on 
the  4th  Tuesday,  and  two  dental  clinics,  one  in  the  spring  and  fall.  Newborn 
visits  are  made  by  the  nurse  to  those  parents  who  desire  such  a  visit.  Infant 
care  seats  are  available  for  loan  to  area  residents.  The  total  enrollment  of  the 
program  this  year  is  203  children,  for  the  town  of  Grafton         37. 

Home  care  services,  visiting  nurse,  physical  therapy,  occupational  therapy, 
home  health  aides,  homemakers  and  soon  to  be  added  medical  social  service, 
are  available  to  all  area  residents.  Anyone  can  request  services.  A  nurse  or  a 
therapist  will  make  an  evaluation  visit  and  determine  what  the  need  is.  Fur- 
ther visits  will  be  made  under  physician's  orders.

UPPER  VALLEY-LAKE  SUNAPEE  COUNCIL 

The  Upper  Valley-Lake  Sunapee  Council  is  a  public,  non-profit  voluntary  associa- 
tion of  towns  and  cities  in  the  Upper  Valley  and  Lake  Sunapee  areas.  Our  thirty-one 
(31)  communities  are  in  two  states  and  five  counties. 

The  Council  consists  of  a  Board  of  Directors  and  a  professional  staff.  Each  town  or 
city  annually  appropriates  funds  for  the  Council's  operation  and  sends  two  represen- 
tatives to  participate  on  the  Board  of  Directors.  The  Board  elects  officers,  adopts  the 
annual  work  program  and  budget,  and  develops  policies  and  positions  on  issues  that 
are  important  to  UV-LSC  communities. 

The  Upper  Valley-Lake  Sunapee  Council  is  the  official  organization  that  brings 
towns  and  cities  within  our  region  together.  By  bonding  together  and  pooling  their 
resources,  local  governments  have  a  highly  trained,  professional  staff  available  to  them 
for  a  wide  variety  of  services.  Areas  of  expertise  include  land  use  planning,  master 
planning,  economic  and  community  development,  water  quality  management, 
transportation,  housing,  capital  budgeting,  historic  preservation,  downtown  revitaliza- 
tion,  solid  waste,  recreation  and  fiscal  and  environmental  impact  analysis.  The  Council 
also  serves  as  a  collective  voice  for  these  towns  and  cities  in  dealings  with  state  and 
federal  governments,  thereby  protecting  and  furthering  the  needs  and  interests  ol  our 
communities. 
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The  Council  has  undergone  many  changes  over  the  past  year.  Robert  Varney  was 
hired  as  the  new  executive  director,  replacing  Jan  Ollry  who  returned  to  Florida  to  be 
closer  to  his  family.  The  additions  of  Lisa  Mausolf,  historic  preservation  specialist, 
Vickie  Smith,  senior  planner,  Jim  Klinger,  draftsman  and  Barbara  Belloir, 
administrative  assistant,  have  greatly  expanded  the  level  and  range  of  expertise 
available  to  our  communities. 

The  staff  has  been  busy  working  on  a  variety  of  projects  during  the  past  year.  The 
following  is  a  brief  summary  of  some  of  our  activities: 

*  established  a  regional,  bi-state  solid  waste  district  with  fourteen  (14)  member 
communities. 

*  prepared  several  applications  for  federal  and  state  funds,  including  Community 
Development  Block  Grants 

*  re-established  a  regional  historic  preservation  program 

*  co-sponsored  the  Municipal  Law  Lecture  series 

*  reviewed,  commented  and  testified  on  State  legislation  related  to  planning 

*  provided  drafting  and  mapping  services 

*  reviewed  several  development  proposals  for  local  planning  boards  and  commis- 
sions 

*  served  on  the  Lebanon  Airport's  Citizens'  Advisory  Committee,  the  Advance 
Transit  Advisory  Committee  and  other  special  committees
